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REMARKS 

The Office Action requested Applicant to make an election and hereby Applicant elects 
the species of Group (a) with Claims 8-37 and Claims 68-75 reading on the species. 

Applicant reserves the right to have the other species consider if a generic claim is 
allowed and/or file a Divisional Application on the non-elected species. 

It is believed the present election and the listing of claims properly includes bivalent 
europium, bivalent manganese, trivalent terbium and trivalent europium within the generic 
claims elected in Group (a). 

Applicant wishes to bring the attention to the United States Patent Office that Applicant 
did not receive the Office Action of March 11, 2005 since it was sent to a former address that is 
three and one-half years old. 

Attached hereto is the change of address that was provided in the parent application 
which by Patent Office Rules, would be applicable to every divisional of that parent application. 
As also can be seen in the cover letter of this Division Application, the address of 1920 Main 
Street, Suite 1200 at a new law firm of Snell & Wilmer was listed consistent with the recorded 
notice of change of address.
